Dr. Lang Is the Youngest Archbishop 
Since the Middle Ages. 

T. Cosmo Gordon Lang, Archbishop 
of York and Primate of England, is 
not only the youngest archbishop in 
Great Britain, but the youngest who 
has been raised to that dignity in that 
country since the Middle Ages. He is 
the son of Principal Lang, of Aber. 
deen University, who has acted with 
distinction as moderator of the Church 
of Scotland and as president of the 
Council of Presbyterian Churches. The 
son left Scotland, however, to enter 
Balliol College at Oxford, where he 
soon became noted as an athlete, be- 
ing specially devoted to football. In

He soon received an opportunity to 
put into practice his plans for the bet 


| terment of the poor, for he was given 


charge of the large church at Portsea 
near Portsmouth, where he found 
plenty of work for a dozen curates as 
well as himself in social service. Mer 
itd recognition of his labors came 
eight years ago, when he was appoint 
ed Bishop of Stepney, a district in 
London including many of the rest 
quarters, where as a young student he 
had first become interested in the so 
cial problem. 

From this squalid and rocky vine- 
vard he was promoted to the arch- 
bishopric of York, where he draws a 
salary of $50,000 a year.

“granary of the world” that it comes 
as a surprise to be told that that 
title 1s soon to pass to the wheat 
raising fields of Canada. Such is the 
confident assertion of many prominent 
Canadians, and if figures afford any 
proof they have ample reason for so 
saying. Canada has 25,000,000 acres 
upon which wheat may be grown, or 
five times the wheat land now culti- 
vated in the United States; her crop 
amounts to 20 bushels and upward per 
acre, far in advance of our average, 
13 burhels; our growing population 
will eventually consume all the wheat 
we can raise, and it is not unlikely 
that we shall have to call on Canada 
for supplies.

A. In five to ten bours; quickest un- 
der bens. ; 

Q. I recently set an incubator with 
150 eggs and got twenty-two chicks. 
There were sixty Infertiles and sixty- 
two rotten eggs. and six eggs were 
‘broken during batch, How many of 
the eggs were fertile? 

A. Eighty-four.” infertile eggs are 
never rotten during a hatch. ‘The six- 
ty-two eggs may have been chilled. 
It’s a wonder you got any chicks with 
that many spoiled eggs unless you test- 
ed them out as the hatch progressed. 

Q. L understand some fanciers bleach 
cream and brasxsiness from their sbow 
\birds* plumage with hydrogen peroxide.

_ A. This ts a faker’s trick. You must

go slick. Peroxide does not bleach vut 
‘brass, but it bleaches the yellow from 
beak and legs and makes the feathers 
igo brittle that any Judge may disacoy- 
er the trick by simply rubbing and 
bending the feathers, It alsu causes 
temporary suffering. 

Q. I set an incubator and hep on the 
same dute. The hen hatched her 
chicks in twenty-one days, and the ma- 
ebine hatched in nineteen days. Will
